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1. A coordinated policy paper was prepared by the SSC 
for th^DCI to the D/SAFSS recommending the introduction of 
the^^MSystem to industry. A meeting was called by SSC in 
which a coordinated agreement was obtained between SAFSS, 
SAFSP, DD/S&T, OSP and OSA for a single^^H^^^Blndustrial 

Manual and the procedures contained therein, for use by 
industry to comply with the directive. 

Final security inspection survey and accreditation 
at Reston, Va. was made for the newly constructed T Control 
Center for the Geological Survey, Department of Interior, in 
conjunction with the ARGO Program. Also arrangements were 
made via Legislative Liaison or Dr. Pecora and 
Dr. Seibert of Interior to discuss appropriations with Mr. 
Woodruff of the Appropriations Staff.

Considerable time and support was required for the 
OMIREX, the Sanitization and Decontrol Working Group, the 

Mapping, Charting and Geodesy Working Group and the Data 
Base Working Group. 

As a result of recommendations made by the Bureau of 
the Budget and the Office of Science and Technology, in 
connection with NSAM-156, a committee was established of 
i^n-intemgence agency consumers; this committee, called 
the ARGO Committee, is composed of representatives from 
Agriculture, Commerce, AID, Transportation and 
OfBce °f Emergency Planning. Security surveys were conducted 
at each Department or Agency to ascertain their requirements 
for establishing control centers; recommendations were made 
and Centers established at Interior and OEP; AID utilizes the 
Department of State Center. Agriculture, Commerce and 
Transportation plan to utilize the Department of Interior Center 
at Reston, Va.
